Nearly 12 hours after he sustained 
serious injuries on the East Shore High- 
way just north of the Albany-El Cerrito 
line, Garth Lay, 24,succumbed Wednes~ 
day morning at Humboldt Hospitat 
without recovering consciousness.

Cause of the tragedy, it was 
learned, was an undersized tube in the 
tire. The night before the same tire 
had burst but without injury.

Council! Will Take Action 
To End “Menace” of Rodents 








Following the-disctosure of Dr. Jack 
L. Stein, city health officer, that rats 
have become a “serious problem”, the 
City Council voted to pass an emer- 
gency ordinance next week to provide 
$100 for the purchase of poisoned bait. 

“In some cases”, declared Dr. Stein, 
“rats have even come up sewers into 
homes.” He recommended a prepa- 
ition used bby the city of Oakland, small 
packages of grain impregnated with 
squill. The product is harmless to hu- 
mans and animals but has proven dead- 
ly to rodents, he said 


The sum to be voted will secure 50,- 
000 packages which will be distributed 
by an employe of the Street Depart- 
ment, it was said. Principal neighbor- 
hoods where rats have been bothersome 
are located on Sonoma, Marin and San- 
ta Fe Avenues. 

It is probable that other means than 
the sewers are used by the rats to 
come up from the Bay, pointed out 
Harry I. Dygert, city engineer. The 
sewers contain water sealed traps that 
would make this an impossibility, he 
maintained. 

DISAPPROVE PURCHASE 

The council voted to advise the Tol 
Bridge Authority to give the purchase 
of the auto ferries thorough considera- 
tion before taking any action. Una- 
nimous disapproval of the idea was 
voiced by the officials. 

Similar word was to be sent to Gov- 
ernor Frank Merriam, Lieut. Governor 
R. Hatfield and other State executives. 

Installation of a stop sign at Garfield 
and Santa Fe Avenues, was asked in a 
letter from Mrs. Margie L. Corbett, 
1451 Garfield Avenue. Young drivers, 
recklessly proceeding through the inter- 
section, are a constant source of dan- 
ger, she advised. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Traffic Safety Commis- 
sion for recommendation. 

The council voted, at the motion of 
Councilman George Batchelder, to al- 
low Assistant Fire Chief John Riley 20 
gallons of gasoline a month for use in 
his car. The official uses his vehicle 
on City business at nights and Sunday.
